EARLY CLOSING 

The Chauvin storekeepers have de¬ 
cided to adopt the principle of early 
closing- one day a week. 

Frankly speaking we do not con¬ 
sider the above statement of fact a 
sufficient basis on which to write edi¬ 
torially. It would not make much 
to the total profit or loss of the whole 
community whether they closed en¬ 
tirely for Wednesdays, or on the other 
hand if they decided to keep their store® 
open until ten or later, as is the cus¬ 
tom on Saturdays. 

Half Holiday on Farm 

The Airlie U.F.A. have recently en¬ 
dorsed the principle of a weekly half¬ 
holiday, choosing Wednesdays. This 
action may be regarded as of little im¬ 
portance. It would not appear that 
the total amount of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts of Alberta would be greatly de¬

For The Young Folk 

Too often, we who have spent from 
ten to sixteen years in the district, 
are apt to think of this country as al¬ 
ready settled, and with the passing of 
these years has passed many of our 
early optimistic visions of the future. 
Let us face the fact that many of us 
are about to enter the class of the 
‘old people' of the district- Together 
with this our anxiety is increasing as 
to how many of our boys and girls will 
stay ‘on the farm' 

Bondage or Freedom 

Let us also recognize that we have 
in our midst a growing community of 
young men and women to whom this 


district is either a land of promise or 
a land of bondage. 

The question arises 'Will a weekly 
half-holiday, for both rural and urban 
workers and dwellers, be of any ser¬ 
vice to both the old and the young 
above mentioned?" 

Efficient Labour 

We venture to suggest that if the 
principle of a weekly half-holiday was 
consistently observed in both .town 
and country, incalculable benefits 
would be derived. This is a practical 
age, and false sentiment must be dis- 
■ carded in the stress of life. The 
sentiment of continuous labor has 
been replaced with the sentiment of 
effective labor. The big businesses 
of to-day have been built with shorter 
hours and more effective labor. A 
true principle must surely be equally 
true when applied to the true-to-nat- 
ure of a farming community. 

Both industry and commerce have 
found it profitable to provide a weekly

dition to the sabbath of sacred writ. 

More Cheer on Farms 

When did we first hear that “All 
work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy" In these days of equal rights 
may we not suggest that Jill, too be 
remembered. 

When did we first hear of the lure 
of the city or of the perpetual labor 
of the farmer? 

It is wise, we maintain, to give ear¬ 
nest consideration to these matters. 
And if possible to at least moderate 
- them, even if we cannot at once en¬ 
tirely correct them. 

Will Save Time 

It requires but little imagination to I 
picture a country side having a re- I 
cognized half holiday weekly, and hav¬ 
ing a simple system of arranging dates 
with the result that each week in the 
different parts of the district there 
should healthy sport, recreation and 
get-together spirit, which would be a 
distinct asset to community life- 

It is probable that such a system 
would prove more efficient than the 
present happy go lucky method of ar¬ 
ranging our public social events; and 
provide more recreation at less cost 
of time than is now spent. 

Within the limits of a column it is 
not possible to more than suggest a 
few thoughts, but we would leave this 
matter to your earnest consideration 
and suggest that it be discussed at 
the meeting of the local U.F.A.s.

The Farmers Worry 

At this time of the year, farmers 
of Alberta undergo a nervous strain 
such as no other class of business 
men in the country suffer. Every one 
of them watches the smallest cloud 
that appears on the horizon,' to see if 
the needed rain is coming. The ther- 
mometer^Js eagerl;ijBPkjJj»i' ;^__§ee 
that the weather is not too hot by day 
or too cold at night. His anxiety is 
justified, for upon the weather de¬ 
pends almost whilly his success or 
failure for the year. One hot day too 
much may ruin his prospects of a fine 
crop, or one day too much rain may do 
the same thing. One hot wind may 
shrivel all his prospects and cause 
ruin to stare him in the face. 

But is the farmer pustified in sub¬ 
mitting himself to this nerve-racking 
strain? He would be, if there were 
no way to avoid it. But there is a way 
of reducing this worry, if, indeed, not 
entirely removing it. The system is 
to so farm that all will not be lost if 
on e crop is. In other words, the 
farmer who goes in for mixed farming 
is in a much more secure position than 
the one who goes in for grain raising 
exclusively.

Highway Work Halts 

The big program of highway bet¬ 
terment which the provincial govern¬ 
ment outlined for this year and which 
the legislature sanctioned without a 
dissenting voice, amounting to $700.- 
000 from the income and $250,000 from 
capital charges, is being halted at the 
very outset by lack of labor. 

“This spring is the worst we have 
ever faced in respect to obtaining men 
and teams on the roads,” says the 
minister of public works, We are 
being asked $15 a day for a man and 
two horses at places where we hoped 
to begin highways work, and it means 
that we simply can’t go ahead unless 


the demand is more reasonable. We 
are already allowing $10 a day for 
man and team and we can’t pay any 
more-” 

The minister is hopeful that the sit¬ 
uation will become easier after the 
crop is in, and when many farmers 
and their teams will be free for a 
time. Natural conditions are almost 
ideal for road work, with su%cient 
moisture to place the soil in good 
workable shape and yet not enough 
to create the muddy stretches in the 
low lands. The government program 
includes $650,000 for the maintenance 
and construction of main highways, 
and $300,000 for maintenance and con¬ 
struction of loca] roads.

The sunflower being a new crop to 
Western Canada, farmers are asking 
when, and how, should the crop be 
seeded and what kind of seed should 
be used- At the present time there is 
very little experimental data on dates 
and rates of seeding, although all in¬ 
vestigators agree that the “Russian 
sunflower" is the best variety. Last 
year the field at the demonstration 
farm at Strathmore was seeded in the 
latter part of May, while in some other 
parts of the province sunflowers were 
seeded even later. Some seed has al¬ 
ready been planted this year in Cen¬ 
tral Alberta but the season being much 
later than last year very little growth 
has been made. Prof. Cutler, of the 
University of Alberta feels that there 
is still time to seed this crop. From 
the results of the agricultural experi¬ 
mental station sunflowers seeded May 
6th yielded 24.8 tons per acre; seeded 
June 4th, 37.2 tons per acre, while at 
a later date the yield was somewhat 
less, however, and early seeding of 
April29th yielded 39.7 tons. With the 
the later planting it took a shorter 
time for the plants to come up and 
the more favorable conditions at the 
time of later planting favored prompt 
germination and rapid growth- 

It takes about ten pounds of sun¬ 
flower seed to plant an acre. The best 
results have been obtained so far when 
it was planted in rows thirty-six 
inches apart and about three inches 
apart in the rows. The method of 
seeding that is reported to be most 
satisfactory is to use the regular 
grain drill, stopping up the holes so as 
to plant the seeds in rows the proper 
distance apart. 

At the present there are no stand¬ 
ards governing the sale of sunflower 
seed, as is the case with oats, barley, 
wheat, etc., and some of the seed that 
is being sold is very low in germin¬ 
ation. Samples tested at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta this spring show that 
the germination ranges all the way 
from one and one half per cent to 
niety-eight per cent. Fortunately 

the majority of the seed tested ranged 
between eighty and a hundred per cent 
however it shows a necessity of the 
establishment of some standard go¬ 
verning the sale of sunflower seed.

In Alberta the best crop of sun¬ 
flowers was that harvested on the 
C.P.R. demonstration farm at Strath¬ 
more in 119. From an eight-acre 
field of land an average yield of 34.6 
tons per acre was obtained- This was 
on irrigated land. At Olds, a yield of 
thirty tons per acre was obtained by 
one farmer. At the University of Al¬ 
berta yield of twenty-five tons per 
acre was harvested. At Vermilion on 
the provincial experimental station 
last year where the rainfall was so 
light that there was practically no 
grain crop at all a yield of over 
twelve tons an acre was obtained. At 
Daysland, Thos. Noble, a farmer, har¬ 
vested fifteen tons per acre, and Mr. 
Noble says that under ordinary con¬ 
ditions he would expect the yield to be 
something enormous—probably twen¬ 
ty-five tons. He used sunflowers as 
a soiling crop during July and August 
and filled his silo as well. 

Yields similar to those obtained in 
Alberta were harvested in various 
parts of Saskatchewan and. Manitoba 
and the fact has been sufficiently 
demonstrated that they will grow and 
give enormous yields almost anywhere- 
Feeding tests also show this crop in 
just as favorable a light. During the 
past winter Prof. G. H. Hutton, Supt. 
of agriculture and animal husbandry 


has shown that the feeding value of 
sunflower ensilage is superior to corn, 
o r peas and oats mixed, and the re¬ 
sults obtained at the Manitoba Ag¬ 
ricultural College as shown in the fol¬ 
lowing conclusions which they have 
arrived at from their work. 

1- Sunflower, when mature enough 
to the extent of the seeds being form¬ 
ed at the time of cutting, makes a very 
succulent, palatable and nutritious 
silage. 

2. By reason of the excessive mois- 
tur e . which, sunfl jjjsver ensilage contains 
it freezes to a greater extent than corn 
in th4 silo, which, would probably be 
a decided disadvantage where outdoor 
feeding is practised. 

3. By reason, again, of its extreme 
succulence, sunflower packs more 
thoroughly in the silo, and is, there¬ 
fore, less liable to contain pockets of 
mould than is com silage. 

4. Dairy cows maintain their milk 
flow and body weight at least equally 
a s well on sunflower silage as on .corn 
silage. 

5. In view of the difficulty of grow¬ 
ing corn to maturity in the west and 
whereas sunflowers generally can be 
matured and will withstand more frost 
it would seem to be a good policy to 
raise sunflowers for ensilage in local¬ 
ities affected by the above consider - 


Sunflower As Ensilage 

In the history of Canadian agricul¬ 
ture there is no fodder crop that has 
enjoyed the same popularity as does 
the sunflower at the present time, 
From what is known of the feeding 
value of this fodder, as r a soiling crop 
or ensilage, the silo and sunflowers 
methods in Western Canada. 

That silos on the farm practically 
double thte stock carrying capacity of 
the land is a fact that has been fully 
demonstrated by thousands of farmers 
in all parts of the American continent, 
while several practical experiments on 
experimental . stations and on farms 
throughout the West shows that twice 
as large a yield per acre can be ob¬ 
tained from sunflowers than from corn 
or any other ensilage. So satisfactory 
were the results obtained last season 
in parts of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, both in the growing and 
the using of this crop for ensilage that 
it is safe to say that a considerable 
area will he planted this year. In the 
Edmonton district alone between two 
and three dozen of the leading farm¬ 
ers have signified their intention of 
seeding sunflowers this season or have 
already seeded a considerable area.

other socities do far more to help the 
success of the fair, than by working 
independently. 

Indeed this welding of interests on 
fair day is, outside the primary idea 
of fair day—one of the most desirable 
points I see in the country fair- In 
! the meeting of each other and in the 
exchange of help and intercourse, 
much of the petty antagonism, many 
of the little prejudices we harbour fold 
up their tents like the Arabs, and si¬ 
lently steal away. The district fair 
is a wise institution if it were for no 
other reason than that it provides a 
common meeting places ror town and 
country, and a splendid opportunity 
for developing that community spirit 
which makes for progressive accomp¬ 
lishment, for the good of all parties. 

Prejudices do not thrive in the sun? 
light of a mutual understanding. 

Lastly it is well to remember that, 
rightly or wrongly; the district fair is, 
in the eyes of the beholder, a reflection 
of the district itself. If we allow our 
fair to look like “it just growed“ like 
Topsy, without any pruning on the one 
hand, or encouragement on the other 
we must not be surprized if we find 
ourselves in possession of a reputation 
as a district for choosing the line of 
least resistance, (and a very slip-shod 
line" at that) in our farming and stock 
raising methods. 

,,As farmers, as parents, and as fair 
directors with a love of our profession, 
and a desire to see it flourish, we want 
to make the good work of farming at¬ 
tractive and interesting to our young 
folks, so that the lure of the city will 
lose its charm, and they’ll decide that 
the farming game is good enough for 
them. This being s 0 we must not 
of a successful fair day, to mould the 
minds favorably, of the youthful on¬ 
lookers, or participants, towards the 
oldest and most honorable of all pro- 
fesions, i.e., filling the granaries and 
food stores of the world with food.
